Buc the children of truth follovving the example of 
their Lord and Lavv-Giver, endureth contradictions of 
finners, H-6.12.3. vvithout heart-rifing-malice, or pro- 
curing evil, or perſecution to them, bur their rule is to 
love their enemies, & pray for them that perſecute them; 
the Scripture cannct thevy any Diſciple that ran to the 
Magiſtrate for help againſt any diſpurant ; the Diſciples of 
Chriſt have all one ſpiric , even the ſame that Sreven had, 
that the gain-ſayers could not refiſt-the vviſdom of it, and 
not the Magiſtrates ſvyord at their call, weither dare they 
lay it upon the right eye of their enemies , that they net- 
ther dare look upon nor ſpeak truth becauſe of it, Zach. 
11.17. though it be the gain-ſayers portion, yet it is not 
from C hriſts Difciples, if chey ſhould not be inſlaved that 
are fed, and maintained by rhe Magiſtrate,they could not 
be idleſhephards, but vvyould break through all difficul- 
ries, to look upon the light , though it coſt them vvhar, 
ſoever harm the ſvyord that heth upon their eye could 
do them. 

Truth and thoſe that are of it begotten, are vvilling to 
come to the light,to have theirpraftiſes and opinions ma- 
nifeſted, for it delights! to be exatly ſearched and 
examineq , and the more contradifgions are endured,

and whereſoever there is either power, of man ſpiri- 
ted to be A544dcr,and Apo/lors ſubjects, or of ſpirit that oppo- 
ſech either ſpirit or form chat agree together in the true wit- 
neſsand worſhip of God, or whereſoever that oppoſing ſpi- 
rit maintaineth his breath , chere will ſome time or other ap- 
pear the {//a»9; or the re» hors, or the ſramping power, or 
ſome deceivableneſs of unrigbteouſneſs, that is in them thac 
periſh, yea though it be the very ſubtilry of him that can 
transform himſelf into an Angel of light, and theſe are al 
members of that ſelf hiding beaſt. 

Whereſoever or among what people ſoever this beaſt bath 
loſt his honour in one form , he taketh up another , yea and 
rather then fail of his purpoſe denyeth all formes, ſo thatir

2 719.2.25.and 
not delire them to be rooted out of their dwellings to be 
caſt into priſon, to have their goods ſpoiled for want of 
conformity to them, if they be content not. to be chief of 
all chat come forth in the name of God ; vs. not ro 
give Laws ro all, ſo that none may preach without their 
aurchority , and let Gods authority without mans ſerve the 
rurn , ifthey can be content caat any man caſt out Devils, 
Iſatk 9. 39. if they can be quiet in mind to ſee others 
preach Chriit , that have not authority from themg,and re- 
cc in it, though he be preached of envy, P%!/, 1. 15 if 
tiey be withour all the torenamed inſtruments and atts 
o5 cruclty , nor have no heart to delire , nor ſue 
{or power to force conformity to them by the Magiſ- 
crates ſword, then they are no members of the Beaſt that 
thus 5Qk pointeth at.

Aving known your diſcretion in other things I can- 

H not but wonder that you ſhould ſeem to ſuppoſe thar 
you have any thing like an Anſwer to H.H. in your 

Book; but much more ſhould | marvel that you ſhould ſay,lr 
is hard ro draw Wine out of thy Lees , Which 1s as much as 
to ſay, It is hard co anſwer that which you go about to an- 
ſwer. And though you ſee your ſelf blundered in what you 
are about to anſwer , that you would go on (v:z ) to heal 
thoſe that Truty woundeth , but that 1 conſider thar when
